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Held Upthe Bookies 


The Vancouver Province tells the 
story of how the masked men held up 
the bookies at the recent races there, 
a mention of which appeared in the 
Bulletin some days since ;— 

The highway robbery by which 
Quann Eros. and W. S. Dicksor lest 
vetween seven and eizht thousand dol- 
lars is the most daring piece of crim- 
jnal work in that line ever brought 
off in the vicinity of Vancouver. 

There was just enough dash about 
the job to recail the days of bold stage 
robberies of California. But the men 
who perpetrated this holdup on Sat- 
arday evening were poorly equipped 
with the sand of your old-time road 
agent. and they committed some biun- 
ders in their attempt to get away 
with the money that would make any 
self-respecting highwayman turn up 
his nose in contempt. 

For all the circumstances would 
show that thieves, possibly lecal men, 
emboldened by the possibiliry of a 
rich haul and the chances of no arm- 
ed resistance, turned into highway- 
men for the nonce to make the big 
cleanup. 

As nearly as can be estimated, $7590 
was handed over in the two. grips 
which Mr. Quann threw out upon the 
dusty road. Of this $2500 had been 
reccvered iast night. Five hundred 
wes picked up on the ground and 
$1750 was found in a cache where the 
robbers had hastily made a “plant.” 
If the highwaymen could not getjaway 
with the banknotes, it was reasonable 
to suppose that the heavy hundred 
pounds of silver was also left behind 
in another cache. The finding of this 
would mesn another $1800, which 
would make in all about $4000 of re- 


cove-ei money. This would leave the 


book-makers with just about their 
erigina! bankroll, the remaining $3500 
being composed of winnings on the 
books and profits from the bar and 
other sales during the two day’s rac- 
ing. 

Of course the silver has not yet been 
found, but the police are confident 
that it is lying somewhere in the 
brush, and that it will be found with- 
in a day or two. 

The story of the holdup has been 
told so often on the street corners 
during the last two days that it is al- 
ready familiar. Six men were in the 
hack, It left Hastings about 7.36 
e'clock, and started leisurely towards 
town. H. W. Cassidy was driving 
the horses and with him on the box 
was George Mead, a sporting man 
who paid bets on the “lucky star” and 
other numbers of the big chuck-a- 
luck wheei under the grandstand. Sii- 
ting in the hack were Mr. Quann and 


big revolver,” said Mr. Quann this 
morning .*I was never so surprised 
in my life, but I think I was just as 
cool as I was then, “I thought it was 
a joke. Then the grim earnest ness 
with whieh the mah who held the 
gun appeared, struck me as peculiar, 
and 1 began to realize that we were 
up against it- His hand trembled 
violently as he pointed the weapon. I 
was afraid it might go off by acci- 
dent. ‘The grip,’ came a voice from 
behind the mask. I reached down, 
and ‘as I did so suddenly thought that 
if I gave them the silver that would 
satisfy them. I lifted it up and 
dropped it over the side. The man 
man moved back, and then came a 
voice fror: behind the shotgun which 
still covered the driver. ‘Get the 
cther grip,’ commanded the large 
man, and I handed that over and it 
fell to the ground. The small man 
stooped and pulled the grips away so 
that the wheels would not piss over 
them. If any of our party had had 
a gun that would have been our 
chance, but there we were without 
even a cane. There was nothing to 
‘do but stand and deliver. Do I 
think he would have shot? Well, I 
don’t think 1 would have landed over 
the money if I had not been afraid 
that a refus3}] would have resulied in 
some one being killed. They had us 
any way you may look at it. 

“Tic big man ordered the driver to 
return to Hastings. ‘Turn around and 
drive as hard as you can,’ said he. We 
did it. We went perhaps a hundred 
and fifty yards when I shouted for 
Cassidy to stop. I jumped out and 
ran abck, but could see nothing. All 
at once the men, s‘ill masked, ran out 
from the bushes on tue north side and 


down the road they went towards 


tewn at full speed. I followed, put- 
ting in my best licks. The man with 
the shotgun turned and fired. Then 
they turned in a path to the south 
having crossed the road. I kept on to 
the first house, which is only a hun- 
dred yards further on. Then we 
sent for the pclice and in a little 
while Provincial Constable Munro 
came out driving. We started toex- 
plore the path. Other police offi- 
cers soon arrived and the search be- 
came general.” 

Sunday was devoted to search by 
the police and many citizens. It not 
only resuited in the finding of a large 
part of the money, but showed what 
the robbers had done after they got 
out of sight of Mr. Quann. The 
probability is that they deft the sil- 
ver behind before they started on the 
run down the road. Search so far 
has failed to locate it. They struck 
through the woods on a little path,
